Tue Comedy of The Provoked Husband was acted here last night. 
Lord Townley, by Mr. Mude, aud Lady Townley, by Mrs. Davison. 
The character of Lord Townley requires many remarkable qualities. 
The actor must possess a good person, an elegant and dignified de- 
portment, aud a tive and correct delivery, mavaged with due regard 
to the-feeling of the part. Mr. Mude has not a bad figure, but he 
does not manage bis arms with easc, nor walk the stage with freedom. 
His movements and entive action are all evidently the result of art— 
nature has nothing to do with them. He appears continually thinking 
of what he shall do with bis hands, and that with a rather angular 
position of elbows, gives an uneasy effect tu his attitudes, which de- 
stroys the idea of Lord Townley’s habits aud character. There were 
passages which Mr. Mude gave with force and discrimination, and 
for these obtained applause ; but we could not see him again in the 
character. with the slightest pleasure, until he has amended the de- 
feats we have alladed to. Mrs. Davison made an admirable Lady 
Vownley—she was elegant aud lively, and obtained gieat applause.—
